THE MODTS OPERANDI OF ELECTING A PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Tho president and vice president are not chosen by direct 
vote of the people but by “electors.” 
Each state is entitled to 
ss many electors as it has senators and representatives in con­ 
gress. 
The representation in congress is based on the population 
of the states and fixed by an apportionment act passed after 
each census; the old apportionment, based on the census of 1910, 
is still in force so that the number of electors is the same this 
year as in 1916, namely 531, and 266 to elect. 
The constitution authorizes the state legislatures to say how 
the electors shall be chosen; up to 1824 they were chosen in vari­ 
ous ways but the universal practice now is f6r the voters to vote 
for them. 
Congress fixes the date of the election, which must 
be on the same day in all the states. This is “the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November,” which is November 2 
this year. 
Each of the opposing parties puts up its list of electors in 
each state; these electors must not include any federal office­ 
holders. 
The voter casts his ballot for the set of electors repre­ 
senting the party or ticket he wants to support. All the electors 
in all the states, numbering 31, constitute the “electoral college.” 
On the second Monday in January following the election, the 
electors meet in their respective states and cast their ballots for 
president and vice president. Three certified copies of the result are 
made; one is sent by personal messenger to the president of the 
senate at Washington; the second goes by registered mail to the 
same place, and the third is filed for record with the federal 
court in the district where the electors meet.
